largely given over to war work, Mr. 
Ford had become one of the most rail- 
'itfint of the opponents of Germany. 
Mr. Abbott read a long magazine ar- 
ticle to the jury and court which he 
wrote in 191S, based on a visit to the 
Ford plant and two interviews with 
the manufacturer.
